Switches Funds 


In action taken last Tuesday the 
Executive Board voted to change 
the name of the Cap and Gown 
Account and the method which the 
funds in it were to be handled.

The new card will be in the 
form of a ticket book with a page 
for each event. The top half of 
the page will contain the events 
for the Spring semester and the 
bottom half will be for the Fall 
semester. Each page will be for a 
separate event. All college activ- 
ities from the opening Hello 
Dance to the Spring Banquet will 
be included. 


Each page will contain the name 
of the event, where and at what 
time it is to be held and the dress 
for it. Instead of punching a num- 
ber as in the past, ticket takers at 
the events will tear off the ap- 
propriate page. 

The new student body book -is 
patterned after those used by El 
Camino and Pasadena. A com- 
mittee headed by Greg Dallaire, 
AS Treasurer, began looking into 
the possibilities of the book as a 
solution to the problem of students 
loaning their AS cards to non- 
members. 


Formal acceptance of the new
